Individuals or organizations con- 
ducting bingo games may be prose- 
cuted for keeping a common gam-

Ribbentrop Bares 
Pact With Soviet

NUERNBERG, April 1.—(AP)— 
Joachim von Ribbentrop, former|

The soldier who the late Presi- 
dent Roosevelt called “Alex” and 
who has been the intimate of lead- 
ing United States officers, including 
Gen. Eisenhower, Gen, Mark Clark 
and leading British figures in the 
war, hopes he will be able to serve 
Canada by bringing many of these 
men, his friends, to Canada as his 
guests, 

“YOU SEE, CANADA is to be my!

The field marshal's face looked 
youthful as he said: “I am looking 
forward to it, It is what I want 
to do.

Re- 
member, I had Canadians under 
me in the Southern Command and 
then all through Sicily and Italy 
and I know your generals by their 
first names.

He doesn’t of course mean exactly what 
this seems to mean-—that all restrictions 
should be removed and prices and wages 
allowed to be driven up or down to whatever 
levels demand and supply might send’them. 
He wants floor prices for farm produtts and 
minimum wage rates maintained by law, and 
has said so on many occasions. 

It isn’t free trade in prices and wages he 
is arguing for. That doesn’t exist any. more, 


and neither Mr. Bracken nor anybody else} 


is urging that it be restored. His proposition 
is that prices should be allowed to go up as 
high as demand might shove them and 
wages as high as wage-earners might be able 
to push them. 


Whether this is the time to take off the 
“ceilings” and let both markets find their 
levels isa matter of judgment. Oracular 


statements either way don’t mean much, 
except perhaps to disclose the interest or 
| prejudice of the speaker. 

There does not seem, to be much room 
to doubt that prices of some stable foods 
would go sharply upward if the price re- 


| straints were swept away. There is certainly 


no room to doubt that a nation-wide demand 
for wage-boosts would follow. That the net 
position of the farmer would be improved 
can be questioned. 


States there is cause to suppose that an 
epidemic of strikes could result, with stop- 
page of production in industrial centres, 
which must react to lessen the demands for 
food supplies. The root cause of the indus- 
trial chaos south of the border is not that the 
cost of living was controlled, but that it was 
not controlled soon enough. Prices ran wild 
there for a year after control measures were 
instituted in Canada. That upset the price- 
wage balance, and the industrial war fol- 
lowed. :

In short, it will en- 
able the United States public health service 
to establish a national mental health insti- 
tute to serve as a coordinating research 
centre and give direction for a nationwide | 
attack on mental ills. 

It is one of the finest and sanest pieces 
of social legislation to issue from any legis- 

*lative body. 

Faots adduced in the formulation of this 
bill are of peculiar interest. It was shown 
that 39 percent of all rejections in army 
induction centres were due to mental and 
personality disorders. During 1940 to 1945, 
one million men in the United States were 
admitted to army hospitals for neuro-psy- 
chiatric ailments, And it was shown that for 
every patient thus hospitalized, three were 

treated in outpatient centres, 

The situation is similar in Canada. Offi- 
cials of the Canadian National Committee for 
Mental Hygiene have estimated that one- 
third of all human illness and disabilities in 
this country are of a mental nature and that 
approximately two percent of the entire 
population is mentally disabled. It has been 
nointed out that one single type of psychosis, 
entia praecox, produces more chronic in- 
ahan tuberculosis or cancer and re- 
Une hospital beds for its treatment 
other disease.

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Under One Editor’s Direction 
Vegreville Paper Marks 
40 Years of Service 


The latest issue of the Vegreville Observer, published 
in Vegreville on Wednesday last, marked the end of 40 
years of publication, with all but three issues of that un- 
der the editorship of A. L. Horton. 

IN AN EDITORIAL, which is 
headed by pictures of the editor 
as he was in 1906 and as he looks 
today, Mr. Horton says, “Nor is 
40 years much of a space of time 
in the life on a newspaper, but 
it is a very sizeable slice, indeed, 
of a man’s life, when it is cut 
right out of the middle of it.” 

The paper was found.d in 1906 
by W. W. Smith, North Battleford, 
who published three issues before 
it was purchased by the present 
publisher, and as Mr. Horton 
points he is “probably the only 
editor now in Alberta who has re- 
mained actively in charge and in 
ownership of a newspaper for that 
length of time in one place.”
